In reply to another question Mr. Abul Ehsan said democracy has been fully 
restored in Bangladesh and there is freedom of Press and speech as is 
prevalent in any other democratic countries. He said members of the 
minority communities in Bangladesh enjoy equal rights and privileges as 
other citizens of the country. 


In reply to a question the Bangladesh High Commissioner said the proposal 
mooted by President Ziaur Rahman for a summit meeting among six South Asian 
countries would help promote regional cooperation which is so essential 

in view of the present international developments.

PHILIPPINES TRADE DEFICIT WITH JAPAN--The Philippines reduced ite trade 
deficit with Japan to $39 million in 1979, compared to a staggering $363 
million in 1978. The performance of the country's trade sector with Japan 
indicated a similar trend among member countries of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations vis-a-vis trade with Japan. In fact, last year, 
the ASEAN bloc had a favorable trade balance with Japan. Japanese imports 
from ASEAN in 1979 rose by 64 percent while exports to ASEAN increased by 
only 11.5 percent. Total trade between ASEAN and Japan reached $25.4 
billion last year, Japanese imports from ASEAN amounted to $16.2 billion 
vhile exporte reached $9.6 billion. Japan's trade deficit with ASEAN was 
traced to its of] purchases from Indonesia and Malaysia. As a result, 
indonesia and Malaysia were Japan's top trading partners in ASEAN followed 
by the Philippines, Singapore and Thailand. Statistics from the Japanese 
embasey showed that from 1976 to 1979, the growth rate of Japanese exports 
to ASEAN rose by only 13 percent while total exports increased by 17 per- 
cent. On the other hand, worldwide imports grew by 18 percent but imports 
from the ASEAN bloc rose by 28 percent.

Mr dear countrymen, 


You know that the draft Second Five-Year Plan has been placed. Finalisa- 
tion of the Second Five-Year Plan will be done after a through discussion 
and debate on it. But work on the Plan's first yeor will begin from the 
firet of July thie year. Today I would like to say something on the Sec- 
ond Five-Year Plan. 


Bangladesh is one of the poorest countries in the world. To know the back- 
ground of this poverty one gust look back. It is « history of repression, 
oppression and of exploitation at the hande of the rulers from abroad. 
Today's Himalayan problems have piled up gradually owing to the exploita- 
tion and deprivation since a long long time and have given rise to the in- 
numerable probleme in our economic, social, cultural and political fields. 


A clase of apectally privileged local feudale and money-lenders helped and 
assisted the colonial rulere in their process of exploitation. They be- 
came wealthy and influential by capitalising the labour of the masses with 
the blessings and backing of the colonial masters. The common people had 
neither the courage nor the strength to oppose it. The common man had ac- 
cepted thie repression and oppression at the hands of these unholy forces 
at the top of the society as 4 fait accompli. This process continued un- 
abated aleo between 1947 and 1971. 


Political Change-Over 





History of four years from independence to 1975 is known to you. You also 
know what ever has taken place till today following the political change- 
over in 1975. Keeping the target of overall development before us, we 
undertook the efforts to restore stability in the country's economic and 
political fields during this period. Priority was laid on realising the 








One going projecte during the last two years of the current Plan, Thies wae 
done through on interim TworYear Plan with a view to achieving the maximum 
return out of our limited resources, With thie two-years’ time in our de- 
velopment efforte we have scored mentionable achievements.

Worke have been undertaken to find out of] in various areas of the country 
on our own following the positive indication that we have found in thie re- 
gerd. The aim of all these efforte by ue is to raise the standard of liv- 
ing of our people through the fullest utilisation of these natural resources 
and at the same time to traneform the huge population into manpower. Man- 
power must be deployed in productive fields to raise the standard of living 
of the people since our resources are limited. We must achieve our lLong- 
term development target by rousing the people through the inculcation of the 
current epirit of realisation of self-reliance success of which effort 

has in the meantime been marked. 


Let us take an initiative to formulate a Plan in the lignt of the success 
of the Two~year Plan and our experience which will reflect the hopes and 
aspirations of the people in keeping with our social economic and politi- 
cal structures. In an attempt to achieve this great objective a realistic 
Second-Five Year Plan has been formulated which is an outcome of the un- 
tiring efforte and ceaseless devotion of the experts. 


Internal Resources 


The significant aspects of the Plan is to raise the standard of living of 
the people by ensuring adequate supply of the basic needs to the people 
creation of employment opportunities, doubling food production within mini- 
mum possible time attaining higher level of self-sufficiency eradication of 
illiteracy, checking population explosion ensuring fair distribution of in- 
come and wealth and all-out development of manpower. It may be mentioned 
that on sector-wise allocation agriculture and activities relating tc ru- 
ral development have been given the highest priority. In the Plan, spe-

There may 
be obstacles but we have to overcome those with courage and determination. 


My dear countrymen, 


I have eo long placed before you an overall picture about the aims and ob- 
jectives of the draft Second Five-Year Plan and its economic social and 
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political background, Thie Plan has been formulated keeping in view the 
hard reality of the objective condition, We are aware that our country 

is the poorest in the world. About 60 per cent of our vast population can- 
not have two equare meale a day even now, One third of our labour force 

is either fully unemployed or half~-employed at present. Highty per cent of 
our population is illiterate. On top of thie there is a pressure of popu- 
lation explosion the continued growth of which has been neutralising our 
all development efforts. If the present rate of population growth is not 
resisted the country's population will shoot up to at least 15 crore by 

the turn of this century and that will make our existence impossible. 


So we have no time to waste 4 single moment now. All of us will have to 
work unitedly for the improvement of the standard of life of the common- 
man. The task ie undoubtedly difficult but we have the ability to accom 
plish thie task, 


We often speak about the limitation of our wealth but are our resources 
really limited’ How much of the immense wealth buried under the earth?’ 
Have we been able to exploit and harness properly’ We may not have gold 
mines but are the unlimited resources like of] natural gas coal limestone 
and hard rock lying hidden under the earth. We have fertile lands having 
the capacity of producing four or five times more crops and lakhs of tons 
of fish that can be procured fron rivers, rivulete marshy lands and sea. 
Are they less precious than the gold mines? 


We have faith, manpower and our indomitable wil!. I, therefore, firmly be- 
lieve that our abject poverty is not due to the resource constraints but 
due to the fact that we are not able to properly exploit and utilise the 
resources that we have. 


If we do so through 4 proper Plan then the desire to remove our poverty will 
not remain a mere dream. It will be realired within 4 very short time. 


Aid 


But it should also be remembered that without foreign assistance we shall 
not be able to realise this aim. We need foreign assistance in order to 
lessen our dependence on foreign aid. Such assistance is the moral respon- 
sibility of many of the donor countries, because there is no scope of con- 
centration of wealth and resources in a few places when boundless poverty 
is existing at present. The Third “orld as well as the developed coun- 
tries have become conscious of the justness of the equitable distribution 
of world resources. 


Bangladesh has elready been playing an effective role in different interna- 
tional forums for the establishment of the New World Economic Order. Our 
present duty is to create a proper atmosphere so that the developed coun- 
tries of the world come forward to help us at this moment of our urgent 
need. 




















My dear countiymen, 


We must work hard, make sacrifices and engage ourselves with total dedica= 
tion for improving the lot of the nation, Every one, man and woman, should 
take part in the national development programmes so that they could feel 
proud of taking part in building « developed and prosperous nation, To 
materialise these development programmes, all must work unitedly as one na~ 
tien and one man. There ie no alternative to sacrifice, hard work, dedica- 
tion and patriotien,

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RESULTS OF 1979-1980 ECONOMIC SURVEY GIVEN 
GDP, Other Statiatice

[Text] The country's Gross Domestic Product (GDP) in 1979-890 stood at 
Taka 6,720 crore (at 1972-73 constant price) according to Bangladesh 
Reonomic Survey (1979-80). 


The growth rate of the economy is expected to be 6.1 per cent during the 
current fiscal year as against four per cent in 1978-79. About 54.58 per 
cent of the GDP will come from agricultural sector this year. 


The per capita income in 1979-80 will be Taka 745 as against Taka 722 
registering an increase by 3.2 per cent. The per capita income in 1969-70 
was Taka 770, 


The country's industrial production during the current fiscal year in expect- 
ed to rise by 9.3 per cent as against 8.7 per cent last year. As a result 
of liberal policy of the government the investment in the private eector 

is expected to rise to Taka 405.19 crore in 1979-80 as against Taka 217.92 
last year. 


The export of jute goods curing 1979-80 is expected to reach 4 53 lak tons 
which will fetch [word indistinct] 602.96 crore as against Taka 419.80 crore 
about [figure indistinct] per cent rise. Though the country's jute goods 
export was less than that of last ear the earning was higher because of 
rise in export price, the economic survey said. 


Food Grain Production 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 8 Jun 80 p 1 
[Text] The country's foodgrains production marked an increase by three 


per cent in 1979-80 with 133.50 lakh tons as against 129.80 lakh tons in 
1978-79 according to Bangladesh Economic Survey (1979-80). 
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The survey revealed that the production of aus paddy in 1979-80 was 

26.50 akh tons, 20 per cent less than that of the preceding year while 
aman paddy production has been projected at 70 lakh tone in 1979-80 

(same as that of last year). However, boro production hase increased 

by 14 per cent in 1979-80 with 25 lakh tone as against 22 lakh tone Last 
year. The main reason for increase in theproduction of foodgrains this 
year te due to the sudden rise in the production of wheat, Production 

in 1979-80 is projected at 12 lakh tons ae against 4.80 lakh tons last year, 


During the current fiscal year huge quantity of foodgraina had to be imported 
to refurbish the government food reserve following reduction in the production 
of aus and aman paddy. During July - March of “ie year 21.96 lakh tone of 
foodgrains have been imported and more 7.22 lakh tons are expected to be 
imported during the period April-June of this year. Last year 11.65 lakh 
tons of foodgraine were imported. In March last the stock of foodgrains 

in government godowne was 1.86 lakh tons less than that of the corresponding 
time ‘ast year. The internal procurement of foodgrains was 1.85 lakh tons 
during July-March this year and is projected at 0.90 lakh tons in the last 
three months of the current fiscal year while the total procurement last year 
was 3.52 lakh tons. 


Inflation Rate 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 8 Jun 80 p 1 


\Text] The average consumer price index during the first half of the 
financial year 1979-80, as measured by the Dacca middle class cost-of-living 
index (1969-70+100), stood at 533 as against an average of 478.9 on the 
corresponding part of the previous financial year, giving an average annual 
inflation rate of 15.5 per cent for the period July-December 1979. This 
accelerated to an average twelve-month rate of 16.8 per cent during the 
quarter January-March 1980. It has since dropped to 14.6 per cent in 

the month of April. 


Debt Service Liability 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 8 Jun 80 p 1 
[Text] The total amount of debt-service liabilities of the country is ex- 
pected to be about 109 million US dollars in 1979-80 as against 89 million 
dollars in 1978-79, according to Bangladesh Economic Survey of 1979-80. 
The country started meeting its debt-service liabilities from 1973-74 with 
17.50 million US dollars. The debt-service liabilities of the country 


amounted to 70.87 million US dollars in 1974-75, in 1976-77 it was 55 million 
dollars, in 1977-78 it was 65 million dollars. 
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The ratio of the debt-service Liabilities to country's export earnings 
in 15,48 per cent in 1979-80 ae agairet 4.69 per cent in 1973-74, 18,08 


per cent in 1974-75, 11.85 per cent in 1976-77 and 14.40 per cent in 
1978-79, 


in eight yeare since December 17, 1971 to June 1979, Bangladesh received 

a commitment of foreign aid to the tune of 7,976.2 million US dollars of 
which 3,679.2 million dollare are grant (46.13 per cent) and 4,297 million 
dollars are loan (53,87 per cent). Of the total amount committed to the 
country 5,293.5 million US dollare have been disbursed till June last 

year of which 1,689.9 US dollars were in food aid, 2,347.1 million dollars 
in commodity aid and 1,255.7 million dollare in project aid. 


The foreign aid committed to the country in 1979-80 is 1,474.5 million 

US dollars of which 927.9 million US dollars have been disbursed till 
March, Of this disbursed foreign aid, 309.7 million dollars came as food 
and 309 million dollars as commodity aid and 309.2 million dollars as 
project sid.

FINANCE MINISTER HOLDS PRESS CONFERENCE ON BUDGET 


Highlights of Questions and Answers 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 10 Jun 80 pp 1, 12 


|\Text] Finance Minister Mr. Saifur Rahman contended on Monday that the 
additional tax proposals in the budget for 1980-81 were made only to 
mobilise more domestic savings and to reflect the national goal of self- 
reliance in the cuuntry's development efforts. 


Replying to a question at the post-budget Press conference he stated that 
the relatively affluent sections of the people would by and large share 
the additiona! burden from the new fiscal proposals while the poor people 
would enjoy the benefits of the new tax relief, proposed in the budget. 


The Finance Minister gave exhaustive replies to different questions put 
by the newsmen at the Press conference. The following are the highlights 
of the question-answer part of his Press conference. 


Question: Is there any contradiction between the policy goal of giving 
relief to the poor people and the new tax and duty proposals for soap, 
biris and bricks in the new budget? 


Answer: No. Only those varieties of soap, the price of which is above 
Taka three per piece, would be affected by the new fiscal measure. The 
duty on biris has been proposed in view of the fact that the existing 

rates of duty on biris were only very marginal in relation to those for the 
low-brand cigarettes which have to compete with biris on an uneven basis. 
The low-brand cigarettes are by and large used by the poor people in the 
village areas. The additional duty on biris has been proposed after taking 
into consideration the fact that the manufacturers of low-brand cigarettes 
use tobacco as their raw material. We have to protect the interest of the 
tobacco growers as well as the people who are employed in the units manu- 
facturing low-grade cigarettes. 


The duty on bricks is not going to affect the programme. We have calculated 
the production cost for brick-manufacturers. According to our assessment, 
the production cost for bricks should not be more than Taka 400 to Taka 450 
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per thousand, Nonetheless, the current price of bricks per thousand is 
about Taka 800 to Taka 900, We are meanwhile taking adequate ateps in 
coordination with the Ministry of Commerce in order to ensure that the 
brick manufacturers cannot shift the burden of new duty onto the users, 


Question: The traders in our country have a tendency to take advantage of 
the situation by way of affecting a hike in the prices of goods and 
commodities, irrespective of the fact that whether such goods and commodi- 
ties have been affected or not by the new fiscal proposals. Do you anti- 
cipate any such price hike in the local markets in case of medium and 
vourne varleties of cloths in a sympathetic fashion following the tmpost- 
Lion of additional duties in the case of imported fabrics. 


Answer: If the prices of cloths, which can be termed as luxury ones in 
our context, | am not bothered much about it. But, there is no reason to 
expect that the prices of medium and coarse cloths would go up now because 
of the reason that the Government has already proposed new tax concessions 
for imported raw cotton and cotton yarn needed for the production of coarse 
and medium varieties of cloths in the country. We will take adequate steps 
to ensure an effective control on the prices of such varieties of cloths in 
the market, 


Question: The new fiscal measures have been proposed to mobilise an amount 
of Taka 100 crore. Out of this, the share of indirect taxes in the addi- 
tional tax mobilisation programme would be Taka 67 crore. The indirect 
taxes are of such nature that the common people have to bear ultimately 
the main burden of such taxes. What do you feel in this context about the 
possibility of the burden of new indirect taxes being finally shifted onto 
the common men? 


Answer: We have proposed additional indirect taxes in a discriminate manner 
and on elective lines. We have not proposed such taxes in an indiscriminate 
way. The possibility of the next burden being shifted onto the poor people 
is as such minimal. We cannot go for more direct taxes at this stage 
because this will offset other sectoral objectives and dampen the investment 
climate. Meanwhile, we will take adequate measures to ensure that the 
burden of indirect taxes is not passed onto the common men. 


Direct, Indirect Tax Ratio 


Question: What is the ratio between direct and indirect taxes under the 
new budget? 


Ansver: Indirect taxes are projected to fetch 85 per cent of the tax receipts 
under the new budget proposals. Direct taxes will contribute only about 
15 per cent. 


Question: You have claimed in your budget speech that the proposals under 
the new budget are meant to offer relief to the poor people. How do you 
draw the line of difference between the rich and the poor in our context? 
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Anewer: ty the poor people, | mean those people living near or under the 
subsistence level of Living. About eighty five per cent of our people 
Living in the rural areas are poor. 


Question: How do you justify the imposition of duties on coconut oil 
which is an item for common men's use? 





Answer: The duty on coconut of] has been proposed against the backdrop 
of the fact that there has been a misuse of import licences used for 
coconut oll in the past. The allocation under the OGL for this item 
stood at about Taka 30 crore in 1979-80, There is a huge stockpile of 
imported coconut oi1 at Chittagong Port and we are taking appropriate 
steps to ensure the speedy clearance of such imported stocks from the 
port. The imposition of additional five per cent duty will not really 
affect the price as well as the availability in the domestic market. 


Question: How far the projection for arising the levels of domestic re- 
source mobilisation to finance about 33 per cent of the total size of 
the annual development programme (ADP) for 1980-81 has been a realistic 
one in view of the past performance in this connection? Has the level 
of incomes in the country recorded a commensurate rise now to justify 
the projection for the coming fiscal year? 


Answer: We have been trying over the last three years to raise the quantum 
of domestic resource mobilisation for development purposes. This has been 
in keeping with the demands made in different circles for reducing the 
dependence on foreign aid. We have no choice other than raising the levels 
of domestic resource mobilisation to reduce gradually the dependence on 
foreign aid. We have to try hard for it right now. 


Question: The revised budget estimates for 1979-80 show that as against 

the projection of Taka 35 crore for earnings as profits from the nationalised 
sector, only an amount of Taka i crore could be earned as profits from this 
sector during the year. Is the projection for earning a sum of Taka 91 crore 
as profits from the nationalised sector in 1980-81 a realistic one? 


Nationalized Sector 


Answer: We have taken a number of administrative and other steps to improve 
the efficiency of the nationalised enterprises and to reduce wastage in this 
sector. The liberalisation of imports made during the recent times has 
also contributed to improve the production performance of the nationalised 
sector. The rising fuel costs had affected the operational earnings of the 
nationalised enterprises in 1979-80. Now that the prices of jute goods 
have registered a favourable rise in the international markets, the Jute 
Mills Corporation will be able to earn a sizeable amount of profits. 





Question: Is there any contradiction between your statement about the 
operational performance of the nationalised jute sector and that of the 
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jute Minister who recently observed that the nationalised jute mille were 
mot being fun as efficiently as needed’ 


Anewer: |, a8 the Finance Minister, go by facts not by faney. Probably, 
the Jute Minister was fot happy with the existing level of the nationalised 
jute sector in view of the fact that there is etill ample scope to improve 
ite operational performance, 


Question: Hew do you justify the imposition of new duties on relief goods 
and coal tar’? De you hot think the imposition of higher rates of duties 
om lower |word indiatinet) of yarn and lower rates of duties on higher 
sounte fet contradictory with the atated policy goale of the Government, 


Anewer: The duties on relief goods will not affect the common men since 
euch duties would be imposed only in connection with the sale of such 
relief goods in the local markets for generation of counterpart funds for 
distribution ae relief, The duty on coal tar will be applicable in those 
cases where it is used as a4 raw material. I do not think it will affect 
the common men much, Ae far as the duties on different counts of yarn, we 
have tried to rationalise the duty structure. Too high a rate of duty 

on higher counte will lead to fall in their use, resulting in lose of 
revenue, 


Question: What are the prospects for mobilising the projected quantum of 
external assistance for financing the ADP for 1980-617 


Aid Mobilization 


Anewer: We do not foresee much trouble in mobilising the projected quantum 
of external aid mobilisation. We expect that the total commitments for 
external aid to the countries from different sources including the con- 
sortium will be about two billion dollare--500 million dollars in the 

form of commodity assistance, 1,200 million dollars in the form of project 
assistance and WO million dollare in the form of food aid. With regard to 
the commodity assistance which is required for generation of counter-part 
funde for financing of the development programme, we have already about 

400 million dollars in the pipeline and, with the anticipated level of 
fresh commitment at 500 million dollars we expect the level of disbursement 
to be at 530 million dollars in 1980-81, 


Remittance Prom Abroad 


Question: The remittances of the Bangladeshi nationale working abroad have 
recorded a phenomenal growth over the recent years. But, such remittances 
are mostly being spent now in unproductive sectors. What are the measures 
you have in mind to tap such remittances in the productive sectors of the 
economy? 
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Anewer! We ere how examining waye and means for ensuring the productive 
use of such remittances within the economy, The counterpart funds generat=- 
ed in the course of such remittances are mostly weed for land purchases, 
There ie af obvious need for discouraging this trend and encouraging the 
growth of the productive potentials of the economy through the use of 

ech romittam es, 


Question: The economy has experienced positive growth rates over the recent 
years as evidenced by the fact that the gross domestic product, according 

to the calculation of the official planners, has been registering an 

increase, Nonetheless, the poor have been getting poorer and the rich, richer, 
in thie context of past development efforts, do you find a contradiction 
between growth ane development in terme of economic well-being of the 

common people’? is not the very nature of development process which is 

in practice now not responsible for thie’ 


Anewer: I certainly held the view that the growth of GDP does not automati- 
cally epread out evenly to all sections of the people. We believe that 

the spread-out effects of GDP growth must be taken properly into considera- 
tion now in the course of development planning. This is why we are going 
to decentralise the development efforte and to strengthen the local-level 
institutions with a view to ensuring the balanced growth of the economy. 

The fundamental etrees in development activities during the Second Five- 
Year Plan will be made to remove the social imbalances as far as possible. 


Question: Does it mean that you can bypass the needs for basic reforms in 
the existing land-tenure system and in the overall structural mode of 
production within the economy? 


Anewer: 1 do not certainly say that. 


Question: You have projected that the growth rate of the economy will be 
about 7.6 per cent in 1980-81, What is the certainty now that, unlike 
the experience in the past, the benefite of this growth will be shared 

in an eglatarian way by all sections of the people. 


Answer: The development efforts during the next financial year will be 
made in the context of the objectives and priorities of the Second Pive- 
Year Plan (SFYP). We are going to put more emphasis on the growth and 
development of the rural sector. 


Question: Ie there any contradiction between the policy goals of the Gover »- 
ment to attein the objective of socialism in the sense of economic justice 
ane to facilitate the growth of a dynamic private sector? 


Anever: We believe that the private sector has certainly a positive role 
to contribute to the economic development of the country. We are hopeful 
that the private sector will discharge this role within the broad social 
objectives set out by the Government. 














Budget Aime Stressed

[Text] Finance Minister M, Saifur Rahman told a post budget Press con- 
ference on Monday that the annual budget 1980-81 aimed at the self-reliant 
af wth of the national economy and a better deal for the subsistence level 
rvet comprising eighty per cent of the population, 


lhe Presse conterence held at a local hotel was aleo addressed by Railway 
Mintienter Me Abulal Allm, 


ihe tinanee Minister told a question that efforte for reducing dependence 
on foreign aid by eight to 13 per cent as set out in the annual budget 
1980-81), necessitated proportionate domestic resource mobilisation. 


Asked if any other country with a similar mixed-economy like Bangladesh's 
had ever attempted a similarly big reduction in the dependence on foreign 
aid in one year the Pinance Minister said, “I do not know about other 
countries, what | know is we have to mobilise the domestic resources to 
finance the budget.” 


Not the Only Source 


He said, in reply to a question, that there was no room for doubt about the 
availability of foreign aid for financing the major part of the coming budget. 
He said that one should not overlook the fact that the Consortium was not the 
solitary source of foreign aid for countries like Bangladesh. He named 

the OPPO and bilateral aid agreements as other substantial sources of foreign 
ail, 


Mr. Saifur Rahman said that eo far the Paris consortium countries had 
committed 5900 million dollars, while another 400 million dollare worth 
foreign aid was in the pipeline. He explained that some of the Paris 
comeortium countries could not make any firm commitment right away owing 
to budgetary constraints in their own countries, They have, however, 
indicated their willingness to make commitments later. 


Right Not Charity 





The Finance Misieter said that foreign aid for the least developed and under- 
developed countries like Bangladesh were more of a right than charity. He 
eaid that it had now begun to dawn on the developed countries of the world 
that making liquidity available to the UDC's and LDS'emeant increasing world 
production and hence was universally beneficial. 


Better Deal 


The Finance Minister told the crowded Press conference that the annual budget 
1980-81 was designed to set off a process of self-reliant growth and to ensure 
a better deal for the poorer sections of the people in rural Bangladesh.

lie said that the budgetary provisions aimed at reducing the existing gap 
between the standards of living in rural and urban Bangladesh, The Finance 
Minister said that in drawing up the budget the Government's policy of 
greater social and distributive justice along with increasing production 
were kept in mind, He pointed out that this aleo happened to be a con- 
atitutional obligation, 


Mr. Saifur Rahman pointed out agriculture and rural uplift oriented pro— 
grammes had received higher priorities in matters of allocations of 
resources, He said that the immediate aim was to help double production 

of teod in the country, so that the country could earn more foreign exchanges 
by exporting surplus foodgrains. 


Mr. Saifur Rahman told a questioner that the tax proposals in the budget were 
so designed as to help widen the tax base, increase the net revenue earnings 
of the Government, and not merely to raise the rates of taxes. 


lie said that from the tax proposale it was abundantly clear that the 
Government's desire was to help envigorate the industries sector. One of 

the important aims of the Government was also to enable the private sector 

to play an increasingly important role and contribute substantially towards 
the promotion of the industries sector. He assured all possible cooperations 
of the Government to the private sector investors and entrepreneurs. 


Hie told «a questioner that governmental patronisation of the private sector 
did not mean that the latter would be allowed to exploit the common man. 
Neither would anybody be allowed to shift the incidence of tax to the 
consumers, 


The Finance Minister pointed out that a number of measures were underway 
to eradicate tax evasion as well as to tone up the tax administrative 
machinery. 


Mr. Rahman pointed out that a syetem of “presumptive income” was bein; 
introduced to minimize tax-evasion by small traders. Under this system, 
the presumptive income would be fixed at Taka 15 thousand for a period 
of two years. Replying to another question, he said that 15 per cent of 
the proposed taxes were “direct.” 


Replying to a question on the projected increase in the earnings of the 
sector corporation units, Mr. Rahman denied that the Government was being 
much Loo optimistic about it. 


He explained that last year the nationalised industries could not live up 
to the expectation owing to fresh fuel price hikes and their inability to 
quickly adjust prices to match it. 


Apart from that, ‘e said, the sector corporation unites had improved their 
level of etficienty--which would have to [be] raised further. 
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The Finance Minister told newamen that the Government would continue to 
retain the industrial unite that required sophisticated technology and 
long-range investmente, 


Mr. Saifur Rahman defended the tax on cotton fabrica, yarns, coconut ofl, 
bricks, biri as well as on foreign travels. He did noc agree to the sug- 
gestion that taxing anyone of them in the manner proposed could adversely 
affect the consumers, We said that this would mean a reasonable cut from 
the increased profite of the dealere and manufacturers o. these items, 

if amy section of the consumers is hit by the taxes, he pointed out, it 
would be the comparatively richer section of the population. 


The Finance Minister felt that the Press had a significant role to play in 
eneuring that no price hike at the cost of consumers ensured following 
the budget announcement . 


B58 adds: Finance Minister Mr. Saifur Rahman on Monday expressed his con- 
fidence that the quantum of external assistance was envisaged in the 
budget for the next fiscal year to finance the development programme 
would be forthcoming. 


Addressing the post-budget Press conference, the Minister said the foreign 
resources extended to Bangladesh were channelised through the aid consort ium, 
the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) and also through 
bilateral agreements. Mr Rahman said that of Taka 2,700 crore allocation 

for the annual development programme (ADP) Taka 1,797 crore would be met 
from external assistance while the rest Taka 793 crore would be financed 
from domestic resources.

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BANGLADESH=JAPAN JOINT COMMITTEE MEETS IN DACCA 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 10 Jun 80 pp 1, 12 


[Text] The first joint meeting of the Bangladesh-Japan Joint Committee 
for commercial and economic cooperation began in Dacca Monday morning at 
the conference room of Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce and Industry, 
reports BSS. 


State Minister for Commerce, Chowdhury Tanvir Ahmed Siddiky, inaugurated 

the two-day meeting. Among others, Mr. Matiur Rahman, Secretary, 

Ministry of Commerce, Mr. Kikuo Ikeda, leader of the 4l-member Japanese 
delegation and Mr, Iftekharul Islam, President, FBCCI, spoke on the occasion. 


Mr. Siddiky said that Japan's remarkable cooperation with ASEAN countries 

had made tremendous impact on the economic development of those countries. 
"Bangladesh has very good and friendly relations with Japan and has a very 
wide scope for cooperation in the economic, scientiiic and technical fields," 
he said, 


He said that Japan had a big role to play in the economic development of the 
countries of the region with all her capabilities. He expressed his grati- 
tude for the “timely assistance” Bangladesh received from Japan for 
rehabilitating “our war-ravaged economy after independence." Mr. Siddiky 
hoped that the existing relationship would grow from strength to strength 
with the passage of each day. 


Mr. Siddiky said, with a view to widening our economic base from mere 
producers of raw materials to manufacturers of finished goods, we welcome 
participation of private foreign capital. He said the Government had 
introduced various incentives like tax holidays and remittance to attract 
foreign investment. An act to this effect was also passed in Parliament 
recently, he said. 


About trade imbalance with Japan, the State Minister said that exports 
from Bangladesh were about Taka 490 million in 1978-79 as against 

imports from Japan worth Taka 2,890 million. He said that the exports 
from Bangladesh to Japan could be substantially improved with effort from 
both sides. He expressed the hope that conclusion of formal trade 
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agreement with Japan would be possible in near future for providing a 
framework for mutual consultation for increasing trade and other 
factlities, 


Giving a background of the proposed Second Five-Year Plan, Mr. Siddiky 
said the plan, with a total financial outlay of Taka 25,595 crores, was 
aimed at improving the living conditions of the people. Net foreign 
capital inflow was estimated at Taka 13,880 crore, he said. 


He said the SFYP gave highest priority to agriculture followed by 
manufacturing, construction, power and gas, housing, transport and 
trade and other services. He said the Government had already launched 
a programme for doubling food production by 1985 from the current level 
of 13 million tons. 


Mr. Matiur Rehman said Bangladesh would look forward to receiving 
continued cooperation in her programme for development of agricultural, 
industrial, transport and other sectors. He said Bangladesh has a very 
liberal attitude towards private investments. 


The Commerce Secretary said that Bangladesh has taken up a project for 

setting up a world trade centre in Dacca. He said the two sides would 
examine as to how Japan could cooperate in setting up the centre. The 

Commerce Secretary expressed the hope that the conclusion of a general 

trade agreement could provide the "much-needed" framework for expansion 
of trade between the two countries. 


Speaking on the occasion, Mr. Kikuo Ikeda, leader of the Japanese delegation 
said “Our bilateral economic relations have developed rapidly in many 

areas. Our trade has been expanding steadily which is a reflection of 

your industrialisation programme." 


Mr. Ikeda said that the imports from Bangladesh to Japan in 1979 recorded 
an increase of about 89 per cent over 1973. If we look at these imports 
in more detail we find that trade in mineral, fuels, mainly benzine 
increased 2.4 times, he said. 


He hoped that the foreign investment would gradually increase through the 
efforts of the committees in view of the liberal attitude of the Bangladesh 
Government towards foreign private investment. He also expressed his 
confidence that the bilateral relations would continue to grow closer 
throu) “our cooperative efforts to build up your economic infrastructure 
through technology transfers in areas as the development of agriculture, 
particularly irrigation system. 








Earlier welcoming the guests, Mr. Iftekharul Alam said that the Bangladesh 
Government had been attaching great importance to the private sector and 
offering various incentives for its development in different fields of 
economy. There were now immense possibilities of setting up large and 
medium industries in the private sector, he said.

He recalled the meetings of the delegation 
members with President Ziaur Rahman and other government leaders and said 
that they found great enthusiasm among the leaders for the over all develop- 
ment of the country. 


Replying to a question Mr. Ikeda said that the investment climate in 
Bangladesh had improved substantially over last couple of years. He said 
that this impression he had gathered after his discussions with Government 
leaders. 


He told another questioner that the question of joint ventures between Japan 
and Bangladesh was discussed at the meeting. He said that the subject 

would further be discussed thoroughly at the meeting of the Japanese side 

of the Joint Committee after the delegation's return to Japan. 


Trade Imbalance 


Replying to another question Mr. Ikeda said that allout efforts should be 
made to bridge the existing trade gap between Japan and Bangladesh. He 
said that concrete steps should be taken as to how this gap could be 
narrowed down. In this connection he mentioned that the volume of export 
frum Bangladesh to Japan had increased over last three yeais. For example, 
he said, Bangladesh goods worth 19 million dollars were exported to Japan 
in 1977 which had increased to 47 million dollars in 1979. 




















Three Topics 


Giving detail» of the subjects discussed at the meeting Mr. Iftekharul Alam 
waid that it had mainly focused on three topica--(1) Trade between the two 
countries and its expansion, (2) Investment and technical cooperation and 
(3) Tax and tariff, 


Mr Alam said that the participants at the meeting agreed that stress should 
be given on the development of agriculture in Bangladesh. He said that 

the Japanese delegates assured that they would be willing to transfer 
technology to agriculture sector and help production of agricultural 
machinery. 


The FBCCL President said that it was recommended at the meeting that 
the shipping facilities between Bangladesh and Japan should be improved. 


In the field of trade it was agreed that there should be a trade agreement 
between the two countries, he said. 


Japan's GSP 


Mr Alam said that it was agreed at the meeting that the General System of 
Preferences (GSP) of Japan available to Bangladesh should include jute, 
jute goods, leather, tea and other exportables. He said that it was 
suggested from Japanese side that the air fare between Japan and Bangladesh 
should be reduced for groups in order to attract Japanese tourists in 
Bangladesh. The Japanese side also suggested that the tourist resorts in 
Bangladesh should be developed and modernised. 


The FBCCI President said that the charter of constitution of Bangladesh- 
Japan and Japan-Bangladesh committees for commercial and economic coopera- 
tion was signed at the meeting. As per provision of the constitution, the 
meetings of the Joint Committee would alternately be held in Bangladesh 

and Japan. But, in response to the request of the Bangladesh side, it 

was decided that the next meeting of the Joint Committee would abso be held 
in Dacca in March, 1981, he said. 





Calis on Saifur 


BSS adds: The visiting Japanese economic delegation led by Mr. Kikuo Ikeda, 
called on the Finance Minister, Mr M. Saifur Rahman at the latter's office 
and discussed matters of bilateral economic cooperation. 


Mr. Rahman explained to the delegation the potentialities of setting up 
industries in Bangladesh in joint ventures and apprised it of the facilities 
being given in this context.

We also wish to extend our congratulations to our brother delegates who 
have been elected to various high offices at thé current conference. 


Mr Chairman, the present meeting of the Foreign Ministers of the Islamic 
Conterence is taking place at a time when global peace and security of 
the [slamic states in different parts of the world, Some of the burning 
issues included in the agenda, therefore, can be seen in their proper 
perspective and their full import understood only if they are viewed 
against the backdrop of the contemporary world situation. 


Mr Chairman, we view the deepening crisis in the Middle East with grave 
concern, Bangladesh, as you know, has always expressed her complete soli- 
darity with our Arab and Palestinian brethren and extended her total 
support to them in their struggle against Israeli aggression. We are 
firmly of the view that a just and lasting peace in the region can be 
secured only through the complete withdrawal of Israeli forces from all 
occupted Arab territories, including the holy city of Jerusalem and the 
restoration of the inalienable national rights of the Palestinians inc lud- 
ing their right to have a state of their own. At the recent meeting of 
the Security Council also we lent our full and unequivocal support to the 
resolution for the realisation of the inalienable national rights of our 
Palestinian brothers. 


Mr Chairman, in this context, TI would like to emphasise the important and 
useful contribution made by the Jerusalem Committee in the recent past. 

An encouraging ~utcome of the efforts of this Committee is the growing 
world opinion in favour of the just rights of the Palestinians. In this 
connection, we particularly remember with deep gratitude the valuable 
contribution made by His Majesty King Hasan II of Morocco, As a member 

of the Committee Mr. Chairman I would like to assure you that we would 
continue to work relencilessly for the full implementation of the decisions 
of the Jerusalem Committee both at home and abroad. 


Withdrawal 


Mr. Chairman I would like to reiterate our clear and unequivocal stand on 
the Afghanistan issue which stems from our firm commitment to the princi- 
ples of UN Charter and Non-alignment and also our own constitution, 
Bangladesh believes in scrupulous respect for the independence sovereignty 
and territorial integrity of all states and non-interference by one coun- 
try in the internal affairs of another. The presence of Soviet troops 

in Afghanistan is a violation of these fundamental principles and we would 














again urge theit tmmediate withdrawal in the interest of peace and stabil- 
ity in the rexion, We of course uphold the sovereign and inalienable 
rights of our Afghan brothers to determine freely their own form of govern=- 
ment and choose their own political economic and social system without 
external interference or military intervention, 


We have deep sympathies for our fellow Afghan brothers who have been up- 
rooted from their homes and who have taken shelter in other countries, We 
believe that Lslamic countries individually and collectively should do 
everything possible to alleviate the suffering of the Afghan refugees. 


Cyprus 


Mr. Chairman, we in Bangladesh share the anxiety and concern of our Turk- 
ish Cyprict brothers and believe that it is the solemn obligation of our 
organisation to do everything possible to promote a peaceful settlement of 
the Cyprus problem. There can be no better way of achieving this settle- 
ment than through the resumption of the intercommunal talks. 


Mr. Chairman we would also like to assure the Islamic Conference of our 
support to its efforts in protecting the legitimate rights of the Muslim 
minorities elsewhere within the framework of the Charter of the UN the 
Organisation of the Islamic Conference and the principles of Non-alignment. 


Mr. Chairman Bangladesh has always been opposed to imperialism colonial- 
ism domination or hecemonism in any form. She has always lent her full 
support to the struggle for freedom and human rights in all parts of the 
world including Africa. The importance of Africa in the Muslim World 
lies in the large number of Muslims inhabiting that continent and also in 
its contribution to the concept of universality of Islam. Unfortunately 
some parts of this continent still continue to bleed under colonial repres- 
sion and racial discrimination. Their struggle for full emancipation have 
therefore an important significance for the Muslim World. The emergence 
of independent sovereign Zimbabwe is a matter of special satisfaction to 
us since Bangladesh has had the privilege of being closely associated with 
the initiative adopted at the Lusaka Commonwealth Conference leading 
eventually to the peaceful transfer of power to the elected representa- 
tives of the people of Zimbabwe. We sincerely hope the remaining vestiges 
of colonialism and racial discrimination in the region will also disappear 
in the near future. Bangladesh reiterates her full support to the brave 
peoples in that region in their struggle for freedom. 


Mr Chairman the peaceful settlement of the Zimbabwe problem stands out in 
striking contrast to the deteriorating international situation. We ob- 
serve with deep anguish that tension and turbulence are rapidly mounting 
ind areas of conflict are widening. Politically and militarily the world 
is so structured that countries with military might can with impunity 
flout the world opinion and trample all canons of justice morality human

Once again, afcer World War Ll there was a unique opportunity for the 
islamic World to regain its part glory.

[text] Despite the disruption caused by the agitation over the foreign 
nationals issue in Assam and disturbances in the neighbouring areas, the 
authorities are bravely going ahead with development plans in the entire 
region. This is as it should be. Participation in the protest movements 
in Assam, Manipur, Meghalaya and Mizoram is confined to well-defined 
groups; there is no reason for instance, why the hill people of Manipur 
should be denied the benefits of new plan allocations when schemes to 
promote animal husbandry, sericulture, modern farming and so on can be 
implemented in their villages without interruption. Indeed, even in Assam 
the situation in some respects, is not as bad as it looks. Though the 
student leaders there periodically bring the working of the government 

to a halt by staging state-wide bandhs, this has not affected developmental 
activity as much as outsiders tend to believe. The agitation had started 
in October last year and has been going on ever since. Even so, during 
the financial year ending March 31, the state government was able usefully 
to spend all but Rs. 8.35 crores of a total sum of Rs. 155 crores allotted 
fer its annual plan. To say this is not to suggest that the student 
leaders have launched a "no-cost" movement and that the people of the state, 
not to speak of the rest of the country, will have to pay no penalty for 
their continuing intransigence. In fact, private investment in Assam has 
come to a standetill and even the government has had to divert substantial 
funds originally earmarked for agriculture, road construction, minor 
irrigation and flood control to other schemes. 


Whatever the odds, it is important that such exercises are regularly under- 
taken. They are not only rewarding in economic terms but also necessary 

to shore up the morale of the local government employees who are only too 
likely to feel frustrated if they have nothing worthwhile to do. Besides, 
they help counter anti-national elements and misguided radicals who exploit 
the widespread feeling of isolation and neglect in the region for their own 
ends. the Planning Commission has clearly done well, for example, to approve 
the Rs. 4/-crore multi-purpose project for tapping the waters of the Thoubal 
river by building a reservoir near Imphal to provide drinking water to

Manipur's capital, extend irrigation to 33,400 hectares of land in the 
neighbouring villages and generate 900 KW of electricity. Likewise, the 
Central PWD has already etrengthened the runway at Gauhati airport to receive 
Boings and ie extending it for bigger aircraft. Perhaps more to the point, 
the P and T department will set another 200 post offices in the rural areas 
of the region and the governor has just floated plans for granting sub- 
stantial grants to local students for acquiring managerial expertise.

[Text] Bombay, May 21. Air India is poised for a major expansion in ite 
route to network from the firet week of June. With the addition of four new 
stations, one each in Bangladesh, and Australia and two on the African con- 


tinent, Air India will now operate to 44 stacions epread over five conti- 
nente. 


Dacca, to which Air India had been operating upto early 1976, will once 
again become an online station. A Boeing 707 service will operate every 
Tuesday, commencing June 3}, from Bombay to Dacca via Calcutta while the 


return flight will be Dacca Bombay direct the same day providing immediate 
connection to four points in the Gulf. 


Melbourne now will be the third city in Australia to which Air India will 
operate. A weekly 747 flight from Bombay will operate every Thursday ef- 
fective June 5, to Perth and return to Bombay via Melbourne and Perth. 


Air India has been operating to four pointe on the African continent, Addis 
Ababa (Ethiopia), Noirobi (Kenya), Lagos (Nigeria) and Accra (Ghana). A 
new 707 once-a-week service will now operate from Bombay to Lusaka (Zambia) 
via Dar-es-Salaam (Tanzania), and return to Bombay by the same route. The 
flight will leave Bombay every Monday commencing June 2, and return to Bom- 
bay the following day. 


The new summer time-table also incorporates an expansion in Air India's 
route network in Europe, the Gulf and South-East Asia. 


Air India will increase ite 747 operations to the Gulf from 10 flights 
a week to 16. Thies will be in addition to 13 707 flights which will be 
operated to the Gulf. 


On the Australia route, Air India will omit Singapore on ite 747 service

His body was removed from the hospital to 
the AKG Centre, the headquarters of the State Committee of the CPI-M, where 
it lay fer public veneration. It was later taken to his home town in 
Karivalloor, Cannanore district, where the funeral will take place tomorrow. 
Veteran of several Kisan struggles of Kerala and especially of Malabar, 

Yr Kunhembu began his political career, like many others, with the Indian 
National Congress, which he joined in 1930. It was not long before that 

in hie search for radical colleagues, he j« ed the Congress Socialist Party 
and later the Communist Party in 1936 at its inception in Malabar. Concen- 
trating on the Kisan front Mr Kunhambu was an accused in Karivalloor case 
and was imprisoned for four years. From 1940 to 1946 he was a member of the 
National Council of the Communist Party. When the party split, he went 
with the leftists. In 1967 he was elected to the Kerala Assembly. Earlier, 
he had been elected to the Rajva Sabha, where his speeches in Hindi had 
earned him many friends and admirers. Mr Kunhambu who was 73 is survived

INDIAN ALRLINES GROWTH==-New Delhi, June 8 (PT1)--The Indian Airlines ie 
expected to achieve a growth rate of 20 per cent in 1980-81 over the 
previous year, according to projections made by the financial and traffic 
experts of the airlines, Mr. A. i. Mehta, the chairman of the airlines, 
said that there was no evidence to suggest that the 30 per cent fare in- 
crease would cause any decline in the expected growth of traffic, Mr. Mehta 
said that according to financial projections, the airlines was expected to 
make 4 profit in the current financial year, though it had suffered a loss 
of more than Re. two crores in 1979-80. Thie was the first year since 1974 
that the airline had shown 4 loss. He attributed the losses mainly to 

the hike in the prices of operation of uneconomical routes and aircraft. 

The airlines carried more than 5.36 million passengers in 1979-80 as against 
5.32 million in the previous year, he added. Mr. Mehta said that it was 
estimated that total earnings of the airlines in 1979-80 would be around 
Re. 205 crores but the actual earnings were only Re. 181 crores. He said 
1979-80 was the best foreign exchange earning year for the airlines when 

it had earned foreign exchange worth Re. 55 crores, which constitutes

The CB data showed that in April 1980, direct investments in domestic enter- 
prises amounted to $15.81 million, an increase of $6.59 million compared 
to the level during the same month in 979. 


On the other hand, a total of $46.71 million flowed out of the country 
from January to April 1980, in the form of capital for direct investment 
abroad and foreign investment withdrawn from the country, the data showed. 


The CB said that $27.67 million was remitted abroad during the first four 
months this year as capital for direct investments, while foreign invest- 
ments withdrawn amounted to $19.64 million. 


it was also reported that from January to April 1980, the net capital in- 
flow amounted to $517.41 million. A total of $1.172 billion worth of funds 
flowed into the country, while $655.22 million was remitted abroad. 


The funds inflow consisted largely of short-term capital which amounted to

GRAIN IMPORTS FROM U,S,--Taipei, 11 Jul--The Republic of China purchased 
3,052,500 tons of soy beans, maize, wheat, and barley from the United 
States during the year from July 1, 1979 to June 30, 1980, an official of 
the Board of Foreign Trade said Friday. The import volume represents an 
increase of 41.98 percent over the minimum purchase volume stipulated in 
a 5-year grain trade agreement between a trade mission of the Republic of 
China and American grain suppliers. The agreement went into effect on 
July 1, 1976. The official said during the past contract year the Republic 
of China imported 541,000 tons of soy beans, 1,843,000 tons of maize, 
590,500 tons of wheat, and 78,000 tone of barley from the United States.
